Haywood and 93 others I. W. W. con­ 
victed of conspiracy to interfere with 
the war program, were held in 
jail 
here today while their attorneys were 
at work on an appeal that is jthe last 
hope between the convicted men and 
the Fort Leavenworth Federal prison. 
Sentences ranging from IO 
to 
20 
years’ imprisonment and a $20,000 fine 
for Haywood cwu» 14 others, were an­ 
nounced late by Federal Judge Lan­ 
dis. The men will be held in Chicago 
on Landis’ order until next Friday af­ 
ternoon when they will taken to Fort 
Leavenworth. 
Meantime 
attorneys 
for the I. W W. announced that they 
will ask the federal court of appeals 
next Tuesday for a writ oferror 
on 
which to base formal appeals. A spe­ 
cial was to have carried the men to 
prison last night hut Landis delayed 
their departure to permit their attor­ 
neys to take action toward an appeal. 
Combined prison sentences imposed on 
the defendants by Judge Landis were 
807 yea^s and 20 days. The combined 
tines imposed aggregate $2,300,000. 
Before pronouncing sentences Judge 
Landis delivered a lengthy review of 
the evidence taken. He declared that 
there was no “avenue of escape” from 
the verdict the jury rendered. 
Practically all the defendants heard 
their sentence calmly. 
Haywood walked quietly away when 
his fate was pronounced, later he de­ 
clared the efforts of his organiza­ 
tion will not relax. 
Ben Fletcher, Philadelphia, a ne­ 
gro g inned at Landis as he took a 
ten year 
sontenci 
and 
remarked: 
“Judge Landis is using poor English 
today, his sentences are too long.” In 
the rear of the court room, forty wo­ 
men, wives and sweethearts of the 


defendants, listened fearfully to the 
sentences metted out by the 
court. 
There was no outbreak from them 
when their men folks were 
hurried 
away to the federal building in patrol 
wagons. 
Later all were permitted to 
spend fifteen minutes vfith the defend­ 
ants in a room set aside for that pur­ 
pose.

another four years, that these barren 
fields could be made a more complete 
waste than they now are. 
As a matter of fact, however, the 
rapidity of the British advance is 
testified to by the fact that there are 
few signs of the recent fighting. The 
chief landmarks are the same rusty 
wrecks of tanks and the same enor­ 
mous mine craters of a year ago.

year.

The new gasoline saving request of 
the Federal Fuel administration goes 
into effect Sunday. 
On that day and 
on each Sunday until further notice 
the public is expected to conserve gas­ 
oline by stopping all joy riding and 
other unnecessary use 01 motor cars. 
While the local Fuel Administra­ 
tion has received no instructions in 
regard to new action of the Federal 
hue! Administration it is the opinion 
of the local committee that if this re­ 
quest to save gasoline does not bring 
me desired results the request will be 
changed to a definite order. 
Hr. Garfield, Fuel 
Adm inistrator, 
has made the following statem ent in­ 
tended to guide the private automobile 
owner in the use of ms car on Sunday: 
‘"I he request made by the 
State 
Fuel Administration that pleasure rid­ 
ing be discontinued on Sundays 
tor 
tne present in order to conserve our 
supply of gasoline for war needs, was 
not intended to prohibit 
reasonable 
use of gasoline-driven vehicles as a 
means of necessary 
transportation 
where no other means are available. 
“Mr. Garfield believes that the pub­ 
lic will construe the request 
wisely 
and intelligently and jvill not 
use 
tneir automobiles for other than the 
m ost necessary purposes. < 
“The intention of the request is 
that all mere pleasure riding De elirn- 
ated, but that necessary use of the 
automobile be not 
interferred with. 
“Just what is ‘pleasure riding’ and 
what ‘is necessary use’ must be de­ 
termined by the individual; Keeping in 
mind always that we m ust have addi­ 
tional reserves of gasoline so that 
there may be no possibility of delays 
in overseas shipments. 
“The United States Fuel Adminis’ 
tration will not attempt to tabulate 
automobile traffic on Sunday.” 
The first statement issued by the 
Fuel Administration announcing its 
gasoline conservation program made 
the following specific 
exceptions to 
the request for the elimination on 
Sunday of the use of gasoline: 
1. 
Tractors and motor trucks em­ 
ployed in actual transportation 
of 
freight. 
2. 
Vehicles of physicians, used in 
performance of professional duties. 
3. 
Ambulances, fire apparatus, po 
lice patrol wagons, undertakers’ w ag­ 
ons and conveyances used for tuner 
als. 
4. 
Railway equipment using gaso­ 
line. 
5. 
Repair outfits employed by tele­ 
phone and public service companies. 
6. 
Motor vehicles on errands of 
necessity in rural communities where 
transportation by steam or electricity 
is not available. 
The use of pleasure automobiles on 
Labor Day and other holidays, 
does 
not come under the restrictions, in* 
quiries disclosed. 
Officials said, how­ 
ever, persons desiring ta ase pleas­ 
ure cars on Labor Day should look into 
their own consciences 
to 
determine 
whether they should use gasoline on 
that day.
